Crowds arc gathered aV the {pites of the 
arsenal and docks, anxiously awaiting 
thct announcement of the names of 
those who lost their lives in the explo- 
sion.

were summoned- to Paris Cashuir Perier 
behaved with sui-h gallantry Hint he was 
mentioned in an order of the day'and 
later was decorated with the cross of the 
Legion of Honor. 


After holding many government posi- 


tions in the summer of 1S94 he was elect- 
ed president of the republic, immediately 
after the assassination of President Car- 
not. He v/as nut popular owing to his 
opposition to tho agencies which threat- 
ened 
the national security. He was 


openly insulted in every possible man- 
ner. 


Serious differences arose between Per- 


ier and his supporters nnd eventually, 
January 15, 18Bo, he resigned, having 
hald the presidency about six- months 
and a half.
